LOS ANGELES, Dec. 31.—Final 
grooming of the army’s tri-motored 
Fok k er airplane “Qu estion Mark ” 
was planned at the Metropolitan 
airport here today preliminajy to 
its tak eoff at 7 a. m. tomorrow in 
an attem pt to break the world's re­ 
fu eling endu rance flight record of 
50 hou rs 7 minu tes. 
Flying for the first time over the 
fu ll cou rse to be followed in the 
attem pt to stay aloft 300 hou rs or 
more, the ‘‘Qu estion Mark ” yester­ 
day moved u p to the scene of the 
tak eoff in a 128.5 m ||e flight from 
Rock well Field at Safe Diego. 
Two pilots and a mechanician, 
members of the crew of five which 
will be aboard the ship tomorrow 
morning, Hans J. Adamson, an ob­ 
server representing Assistant Secre­ 
tary of W ar Tru bee Davidson, and 
two newspapermen made the test 
flight du ring which the ship fu nc­ 
tioned perfectly. 
Adamson annou nced en rou te that 
the plane’s motors wou ld consu me 
approximately 750 gallons of gaso­ 
line daily du ring its flight, and said 
that the ship's two attendant planes 
wou ld deliver su pplies, food and 
messages three times dally. Twice 
a dayt 300 gallons of gasoline will 
be tak en on, and once 150 gallons 
will be 
su pplied. 
The 
ship 
will 
cru ise at 70 miles an hou r in the 
flight designed by the army to test 
the life of motors and endu rance of 
aviators in su stained flight. 
Catwalk s have been fitted on the 
ship 
for Staff Sergeant 
Roy W. 
Rooe, mechanician, w’ho will en­ 
deavor to repair minor motor trou ­ 
ble du ring the flight. 
It will tak e 
more 
than one disabled motor to 
force 
the plane down. 
The other members of the crew 
are Major Carl Spatz, In command; 
Captain Ira C. Eak er, Lieu tenants 
H. A. Halvorson and El wood R.

George Mahoney, a pistol in his

McGovern was described by po­ 
lice as a former associate of Al 
(Scarface) Capone, and repu ted foe 
of Ralph Sheldon in beer operations 
on the Sou th Side. 
McPadden, a 
pal of McGovern, was a bu siness 
agent for the Asbestos Pipe Cover- 
ers* Union. 
The slayer's mark manship was 
u nu su ally accu rate, as gang shoot­ 
ing go.

throu gh the heart, and there was 
a bu llet hole in McGovern’s fore­ 
head. 
The first shots went wide, 
giving McGovern a chance to draw 
his pistol. 
It was still In his hand, 
u nfired. when he fell. 
McPadden had no weapon. 
McGovern, McPadden, tw'o other 
men and fou r women had entered 
the cafe abou t 1 a. m., and had 
been seated abou t an hou r when 
Mahoney, a male companion and 
two women entered and took a 
table neavby. 
W itnesses said Ma­ 
honey walk ed over to the others’ 
table, said a few words to Mc­ 
Govern and then the gu ns flashed. 
Police Sergeant Tim Su llivan, w ho 
arrested Mahoney said: 
“When I heard six shots, I ran 
in from the lobby. 
Mahoney w'as 
standing by his table holding the 
revolver. 
I ran u p behind him and 
hit him with my fist in the back of 
the neck . 
He dropped the w'eapon 
and tried to seize my revolver, bu t 
I su bdu ed him. 
The revolver he 
was holding was empty.” 
Police also are look ing for Char­ 
les Baldwin, dru gstore owner, fol­ 
lowing information that immediate­ 
ly after the shooting a man dash­ 
ed from the cafe and drove away in 
an au tomobile having license plates 
issu ed to Baldwin.

In the work finished so far, the 
commission has taken out 159 dupli­ 
cations from the road laws, many 
of which are in direct conflict with 
the Centennial Road

which 
created the state highway commis­ 
sion. 
An interesting surprise for state 
highway engineers is provided in a 
section of the law, to be deleted by 
the 
revision 
commission, 
which 
gives a person the right to take six 
feet on either side of the public 
highway forty feet or 
more 
in 
width and fence it up for a period 
of six years in order to grow a 
hedge fence. 
Labor laws will be shortened by 
about one-half, without altering (he 
meaning. 
Many 
duplications 
are 
found in the confusing mass of ver­ 
biage, Representative Freeland said. 
The Missouri criminal laws wil; 
be codified by the

mission. and the corporation laws 
also will be codified and classified 
in orderly sequence. 
Revision of the taxation laws has 
consisted of taking out the dead 
sections, of which there were a 
large number, and the harmonizing 
of different sections, which some­ 
times W’ere in conflict and demand­ 
ed court interpretation.
